1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The first 
major difference in the claims not found in the prior art of record is the gate region 
having the first conductive type semiconductor. The second major difference in the 
claims not found in the prior art of record is the source region is isolated from the 
insulation film and at least a part of the source electrode forms a Schottky junction with 
the channel region. The third major difference in the claims not found in the prior art of 
record is a semiconductor layer having the second conductive type located between the 
source region and the source electrode and the semiconductor layer including an end 
face extended to a position covering at least a portion of the gate region.
